1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this apphcation after final rejection.

None of the prior art of record discloses or suggests alone or in combination that a 
reflector and a liquid crystal display comprising a combination of various elements as claimed 
more specifically an optical diffusion layer deposited on the reflection substrate to flatten the 
surface thereof, wherein a thickness of a thickest portion of the optical diffusion layer is in the 
range of between 30|am and 200|im (claims 1, 4, 20, 31, 37 and 46) and/or a pitch of a reflection 
inclined planes is in the range between 5\im and SO^im (claims 32, 38 and 47) and electrodes on 
substrates are arranged at a pitch that is equal to the pitch of the reflection inclined planes (claim 
39).
